“This jail, of brick and steel 
is strong only u nder proper ad­ 
ministration.

key s. The jail can not be con­ 
sidered safe. Neither jail win­ 
dows nor other ex posed g rating 
are 
properly 
safety 
screened. 
Natu ral lig ht and v entilation are 
both g ood at present. 
Forty - 
eig ht prisoners may be cared for 
in the ten cells for men and sep­ 
arate two for women, and two 
ju v eniles. Modern lig hting , heat­ 
ing , water su pply and sewerag e 
sy stems are in u se. Of the fou r 
toilets, three are in fair condi­ 
tion. The fou rth is v ery poor. 
Three bath tu bs prov ide the 
only bathing facilities. These are 
clean and in fairly g ood condi­ 
tion. The wall bu nks, as beds, 
are equ ipped with mattresses 
and blankets. Bedding is in g ood 
condition. No specific ru les for 
the washing of bedding are pro­ 
v ided. Inm ates’ fu rnitu re con­ 
sists of one bench and one chair.

This is co ncrete first aid to the 
ro ads which are hav ing hard 
times making ends meet under 
the shrunken v o lume o f co m­ 
merce. All, ex cept ro ads already 
in bankruptcy , will co llect the in­ 
creases in the fo rm o f emergency 
surcharges. 
The wealthier ro ads, thro ugh a 
newly fo rmed co rpo ratio n, will 
lo an the pro ceeds to the weaker 
o nes. They are standing to gether 
to 
maintain 
general 
railro ad 
credit, to keep up the v alue o f 
bo nds by making po ssible pay ­ 
ment o f interest o n all. 
The surcharges will range fro m 
six cents a to n o n bulky classes 
o f carlo ad freight, to two cents 
per hundred po unds o n o dd-lo t 
shipments. Their establishment 
is the final co mpro mise between 
the carriers and the interstate 
co mmerce co mmissio n o n rate 
bo o sting pro po sals which began 
sev en mo nths ago with the rail­ 
ro ad demand ¿ o r a flat 15 per 
cent increase. 
The plan co ntinues in effect 
o nly fo r the perio d o f emergency 
and in no case bey o nd March 31, 
19 33. A y ield o f $100,000,000 is ex ­ 
pected by the Interstate co m­ 
merce co mmissio n during this 
time. As the rates go int? effect 
the American Railway asso cia­ 
tio n fo recasts a reductio n in 
freight v o lume this quarter o f 6 .6 
per cent fro m the first three 
mo nths o f 19 31. The estimates o f 
pro spectiv e carlo adings fo r the 
perio d to tal 5,241,746 cars, with 
decrease ex pected in ev ery sec­ 
tio n ex cept the so uthwest. There 
a gain o f fo ur-tenths o f o ne per 
cent is anticipated. 


Three lo aded co al cars o n the 
Big Fo ur railro ad were derailed

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OLD SOLDIERS’ FATE 
When Henry C. Boas reached his 9 0th birthday 
in New York the other day the newspapers sent 
reporters to talk to him; for he is one of the few 
men now living who served in the cavalry bri­ 
gade of General George Custer during the Civil 
War, and it was supposed, q uite naturally , that 
he might have some interesting tales to relate. 
The reporters found that he spends much of 
his time in the rooms of a G. A. R. post, whose 
walls carry many pictures of army life and Civil 
War day s; and Mr. Boas, pointing to the pictures, 
remarked that “they sort of sy mbolize all th a t’s 
left to me now.” 
And that, very likely , is a thing that could be 
said by nearly all old soldiers, of every nation 
and every generation. It represents at once the 
sadness and the glory of the life of the old war 
veteran; the fact that he has soul-stirring mem­ 
ories, and little besides, to carry him through his 
last y ears. 
Perhaps th at is why there is alway s something 
faintly pathetic about the surviving gray beards 
who fought in the Civil War. The one great 
event of their lives took place right at the begin­ 
ning. Nothing that ever happened to them after­ 
ward could compare with it. How could the tri­ 
umphs and stratagems of business or profession­ 
al life impress ~ man who rode down the Shen­ 
andoah with Sheridan, or struggled across the 
Wilderness with Lee, or sailed the far seas on 
the Alabama? Such a man, from the time he left 
the service, was doomed to live in the past to 
the end of his day s. 
So it has been, very likely , from the earliest 
day s. One can imagine, in ancient Greece, the 
far-away look in the ey es of the old men who 
had gone to the sea with Xenophon; the elderly 
farmers in Italy , a little later, whose stubby 
swords had helped Caesar conq uer Britain; the 
decrepit pensioners of the middle ages who had 
trooped to Asia Minor with Richard or St. Louis; 
the aging Frenchman of less than a century ago 


who remembered marching to Moscow with the 
Grand Army . 
Every age has such men; out-moded warriors 
who see their battles slip into the background 
and who treasure keepsakes — old pictures, or 
rusty swords, or battered old helmets — as sy m­ 
bols of all that life has left them. For that Is 
the fate of the old soldier. 


WASTE IN ADVERTISING 
Advertisers who mail their circulars to wrong 
addresses may be casting their bread upon the 
waters, many day s. It won’t return at all. The 
post office department warns th at it considers 
such material as waste and disposes of it accord­ 
ingly . 
During the past y ear 12,68 8 ,567 letters contain­ 
ing circulars and other advertising m atter were 
consigned to the waste paper bins by postal au­ 
thorities. “Figured at five cents each to cover 
cost of material, printing, labor and postage,” the 
post office report say s, “the total loss was $635,- 
428 .35.” 
The loss was due to carelessness in two par­ 
ticulars, say s the government report: Obsolete 
mailing lists were used and the envelopes bore 
no return cards. There is no money in advertis­ 
ing that does not reach the public.

B. Hersey of 
the University of Pennsy lvania, 
after a y ear’s research in an un ­ 
named plant employ ing more 
than 20,000 mechanics and help­ 
ers. 
As might be expected, a happy 
worker produced more than an 
unhappy worker—but the happy 
worker’s increase was far less 
than the unhappy worker’s de­ 
crease. 
On the basis of factors both 
within and without the plant, 
average production was 99.8 4 per 
cent, while the average of the 


the plant situation accounted for 
most of their depressed produc­ 
tion. 
“If the group average,” Pro­ 
fessor 
Hersey 
has 
concluded, 
"through better individual ad­ 
justm ent and closer atten tion to 
individual reactions to the vari­ 
ous factors in the plant situa­ 
tion, could have been brought up 
merely to the most normai work­ 
er’s average, this would 
have 
meant a saving roughly of $37 
a y ear on each mechanic and 
$22.50 on each helper. 
“In a corporation employ ing 
10,000 
mechanics, 
and 
10,000 
helpers, this would mean a sav­ 
ing of $595,000 a y ear, not to 
mention the possibility of sug­ 
gestions 
and 
improvements 
made cooperatively th at might 
materially step up the produc­ 
tion standard without the usual 
friction th at accompanies such 
action.”

Ghost pictures are fain£ dupli­ 
cates of the main imag es, and 
they are received a fraction of a 
second later than the main im­ 
ag e. They produce the same ef- 


fect on the receiving screen as 
does an offset in printing . 
The duplicate imag es are a t­ 
tributed to radio waves which ar­ 
rive late and thus g et out of 
phase. A transmitter as a rule 
sends out two waves, one the sky 
wave and the other the g round 
wave. 
The sky wave is believed to 
travel from the antenna at a 
hig h ang le. At an altitude of 150 
to 27 5 miles it strikes the heavi- 
side lay er of ionized air and is
